GOLFERS PREPARE 
FOR THE BIG MATCH 


By Associated Press. 
CHICAGO, July IO.—-More than 
one hundred golfers today started 
their qualifying rounds in the na­ 
tional open golf tournament at the 
Skoski course, In which 325 of the 
world’s greatest amateur and pro­ 
fessional players from a field so 
representative that few will contest 
the claim of jthe winner to the title 
of world's Champion. 
The champions of England, Scot­ 
land, Australia, and of all sections 
of the United States are fighting 
for victory. 
The qualifying rounds will last 
three days, one third of the field 
playing 36 holes each day and the 
low twenty four daily qualifying for 
the 72 hole final test Thursday and I 
Friday. 
Those who tie for twenty 
fourth position daily automatically 
qualify so the final field will num­ 
ber many more than the theoritical 
seventy two. 
Practice rounds have been pro­ 
ductive of wonderful shooting, but 
the low scores have been brought 
about partly through use of the 
short practice tees and lucky rolls 
on fairways banked so hard that 
while accurate driving was almost 
impossible, 
record 
breaking 
dis­ 
tance were obtained. 
Escaping the traps have been no 
easy task, for many of the pits 
placed for bad second shot are 
catching tee shots and, once in I 
them, there are both advantages 
and obstacles in the unusual de­ 
sign. 
Some are so hard on the bot­ 
tom that a brassie can be played 
if the ball is in the center. Nearly 
all are two feet deep, with straight 
walls, and several are surrounded 
by three and four foot bunkers. 
Many players have been forced to 
play backwards in order to escape 
the steep walls and bunkers.
